Women have a definite role, and a leading 
role. Bishop Ford admonished the COGIC women to 
never forget the call to which women have so effectively 
plied: prayer and action oriented programs. He men- 
tioned the story about the standing women, who be- 
ing called of God, simply would stand and pray dur- 
ing the message. He commented ‘‘every now and then 
she would shake.” He said with every moment there 
seemed to have been a spiritual power making contact 
with him.

LOCAL COUPLE QUIETLY 
EARNS RECOGNITION 


The Rev. Claude and 
Stella Mason Parson 
are proof that the best 
way to gain recogni- 
tion may be to avoid it. 
Just do your best, live 
a good life, help out 
| other people whenever 
you can and don’t 
think about what you 
might receive in 
return. And someday, 
when you least expect 
ee it, the people who've 
noticed you along the way will see what you have done 
and offer their thanks. For the Parsons, Clark Coun- 
ty’s “thank you” is coming in the form of Parson 
Elementary School... “It’s a good feeling’’, Parson 
said. “‘It’s something that is hard not to really feel good 
about.” 

The honor is a lifting one because the Parsons have 
spent much of their lives in education. But describing 
them merely as “longtime educators” only scratches 
the surface of what they have done in, and for, the 
community. 

Stella Parson entered the University of Nevada, 
Reno, in 1948, and four years later became the first 
black woman to graduate from the school. “‘I think it 
was my life’s calling,’ she said. ‘‘I really do bellieve I 
was called to do the work.’ 

Mr. Parson enrolled in the University of New York 


at Oswego and graduated in 1951 with a bachelor’s 
degree in industrial arts education. Uncle Sam called 


during Parson’s senior year in college. Parson joined 


the Air Force, entered basic training right after gradua- 
tion and arrived at Nellis Air Force Base about two 
months later. 

In February 1953, Claude Parson and Stella Mason 
were married. Among the interests they shared were 
a devotion to their church and a desire to teach. Mrs. 
Parson’s first teaching job was in 1952 at Westside 
Elementary School. Over the next 30 years, she also 
taught second, third, and fourth grades at Madison, 
Kelly, and Tate elementary schools. 

Mr. Parson began his teaching career at Madison 
Elementary School, where he taught seventh grade and 
industrial arts. From 1959 to 1969, he taught eighth- 
grade math and industrial arts at Martin Junio High 
School. 

In 1969, Parson began teaching at Clark High 
School. But, about three months in the school year, he 
was appointed coordinator of the school system’s 
desegregation program. Parson held that position for 
about three years before becoming principal of Kelly 
Elementary School and, then, the districts federal pro- 
grams coordinator. 

Parson’s role in the system’s desegregation effort is 
appropriate, because both he and his wife have ex- 
perienced, and fought, discrimination firsthand. “It was 
kind of ironic, in a sense,’ Parson agreed. “‘I guessed 
we had a lot of on-the-job training that helped us out.’ 
‘Today, many people forget just how segregated Nevada 
was in the 1950’s. 

‘‘Now,’ Parson said, ‘‘things have changed tremen- 
dously. The opportunites are there (for minorities). The 
biggest problem now - with young blacks especially - 
is they don’t stay in school long enough; they don’t 
develop marketable skills.’ 

But the couple is not bitter about the discrimination 
they have experienced. In explaining why, their strong 
religious beliefs become evident. ‘See, if you love God, 
the love of God takes out bitterness and hatred,’ Par- 
son said. “‘it’s impossible to love God and hate people. 
One erases the other. So, you forgive and go on,’ 

Mrs. Parson retired from teaching in January 1986, 
while her husband left his school district job in 1974. 
‘Today, their workdays are spent on behalf of the Vegas 
View Church Of God In Christ in North Las Vegas, 
where Parson serves as pastor. 

The Parsons said they’ve never lived their lives with 
the goal of someday having a school named after them 
or, for that matter, receiving any sort of public recogni- 
tion at all. 

Rather, the couple believes people simply should live 
their lives with an eye toward serving their communi- 
ty. “If you approach life from that perspective, a lot of 
things will come your way,’ Parson said. “If you’re not 
working for power or position, but if you’re working for 
service to yourself, to your family, so many good things 
come out of that.’

At that same function, Elder Wheelock, Ph.D. rais- 
ed the question that most people have on their lips, “Why 
did Saints Academy close in the first place?”’ Dr. 
Wheelock issued a status report to clarify why the school 
closed. Firstly, the campus became unuseful when the 
refectory unexpectedly burned down in May of 1983. 

Secondly, the proposed consolidation of all our 
Church’s existing educational programs into the 
geographical area of Memphis was strongly being con- 
sidered. The proposed change frustrated any emergency 
strategies to rebuild the refectory or maintain the campus 
facilities. The college had its accreditation suspended 
as a result of the mounting complications. 

Thirdly, even though the remaining high school pro- 
gram was accredited by the State of Mississippi, and 
the regional organization known as the Southern Associa- 
tion of colleges and schools, in 1981, the adoption of 
the aforementioned centralization plan resulted in the 
loss of vital faculty and staff members who did not wish 
to move to Memphis. 

Finally, the unavoidable deterioration of the situation 
caused operating problems, therefore retaining ad- 
ministration, teachers, and employees under contract 
became an acute problem. To avoid possible lawsuits 
and various complications, it was decided the school 
must close. 

Dr. Wheelock commented that the buildings on the 
campus are in moderate to excellent condition. Certainly, 
the past Help Week Programs instituted by the late 
Bishop J.O. Patterson, Sr. halted the pace of the cam- 
pus’ decline. The schools properties are composed of 
301.3 acres. Approximately 15 acres are occupied by 
the main campus, 80 acres are rented out for farming 
purpose and 206 acres are uncultivated open land or 
identifiable as timberland. Furthermore, the site is a 
historic place and the buildings are named in honor of 
early COGIC pioneers. 

Bishop Ford has a dream to build a J.O. and Deborah 
Patterson multi-purpose building. He hopes to build it 
in the center of campus atop a small hill. Bishop Roy 
L.H. Winbush, General Board member and president 
of the Saints Center Board, presented a resolution which 
pledged use of available Saints Center funds to build 
the building. (See Resolution on page 3.) Bishop Win- 
bush is concerned that continuity and legacy must be 
a part of the future. The Saints Center Board voted to 
fully support the vision of our new presiding officer. The 
completion of the new building in which a refectory would 
be housed will be a major step in reopening the school. 

What does a second chance school offer and what is 
its purpose? Dr. Walter Washington, a relative of the 
late Bishop F.D. Washington, and President of Alcorn 
State University consented to impact the joint session. 
He is a member and past president of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools. He expressed his 
deep love for the Church and encourage the saints to 
reopen Saints Academy. Dr. Washington affirmed the 
second chance school is an idea whose time has come. 

The following is a Preliminary State of Purpose, which 
is guiding the reopening of the academy: 


SAINTS ACADEMY 
(PRELIMINARY STATEMENT OF PURPOSE) 

Saints Academy is dedicated to providing an environ- 
ment and program to give those students who have been 
disadvantaged (socially, economically and/or spiritually) 
the opportunity to have a second chance to achieve self- 
realization. The institution perceives as its mission, the 
following: 

1. To provide the opportunity for the repair of academic 
lapses and strengthen students’ backgrounds in the fun- 
damentals necessary to pursue college work successfully. 

2. To repair the effects of defective parenting leading 
to a lack of social skills necessary for full participation 
in the larger society. 

3. To correct inadequately developed character and 
reinforce moral/ethical decision-making. 

4. To provide the opportunity to overcome the absence 
of church life and to find Christ as Redeemer. 


Programmatic Trusts: 

1. The program of Saints Academy is oriented toward 
preparing the marginal student to meet college entrance 
requirements. It is particularly designed for the college- 
bound student who comes from disadvantaged 
circumstances. 

2. The program is geared to challenge the student 
who has manifestly unexplored academic potential 
primarily related to motivational factors. 

3. The program is designed to help the student who 
needs special help in basic academic skills such as 
reading, writing, thought application and foundational 
computational skills. 

4. The program is designed to accommodate the stu- 
dent who needs special attention in the form of regular 
counseling, tutoring and individualized instruction. 


Bishop Ford, Dr. Donald Wheelock and other com- 
mitted persons consider the possibility of reopening 
Saints Academy as evidence of God’s continued leading 
and guiding of the Church, into ministry, ministry which 
meets the most difficult needs of today’s society.

OBITUARY 


Booker Taliferro Henry 
was born in Melbourne, 
Alabama on May 18, 1923 
to the late James Lector and 
Pearlie Smith Henry. 

Elder Henry recognized 
the call of God upon his life 
at the young age of 18. In 
January of 1942, he was 
baptized with the Holy 
Ghost in Fayette, Alabama 
under the ministry of the 
late Missionary Lou Hannah Burgess, the mother of his 
soon to be bride. On April 12th of the same year, he 
was united in Holy Matrimony to Jean Bentley, who was 
fervently committed to him as wife and co-worker of 
the ministry. In the fall of 1944, he was granted his cer- 
tificate of Ordination under the late Bishop Riley F. 
Williams, State Overseer. On the day of his ordination, 
he organized his first church and preached his first 
pastoral message. The congregation consisted of three 
members. 

His leadership included pastorates at: Berry, Fayette, 
Hopson City, Selma, Sherman Heights in Ensley, Dixon 
Mills and Magnolia. He served at Lisman and Thomas- 
ville Churches Of God In Christ, where he remained as 
pastor until he heard his second call, from labor to reward. 

In 1948, he began his state evangelistic work. History 
bears out that Elder BT. Henry was a true evangelist, 
inspired todo a great work. In 1952, he began traveling 


nationally with his brother-in-law, Superintendent R.W. 
McDaniel throughout the country as the ‘““TWIN 
PREACHERS”. They ventured from coast to coast 
preaching Holiness! Many souls came to Christ as a result 
of this ministry. 

Elder Henry’s leadership embraced several posts in 
which he served as State and Regional Evangelist Presi- 
dent, Executive Board Member and District Superinten- 
dent of Thomasville District. He was also a civic and 
community leader, who had an ardent concern for the 
social ills facing Humanity. 

Among those who remain to cherish his memory are: 
a loving and devoted wife, Mrs. Jean Bentley Henry, 
one son, Mr. BT. Henry (Rugenia) of Bristol, TN; four 
daughters, Ms. Janice Henry-McDaniel of Memphis, 
TN, Ms. Mary Jeanette Henry Moore, Mrs. Sharon 
Henry Farris (Ronald), both of Jasper, AL and Miss 
Christy Ren’e Henry of Thomasville, AL; seven grand- 
children, Mia.and Brandon Todd Henry, Stephanie, 
Michael, Jeanenne and Adam Moore, and Ronald 
““Blake”’ Farris; three sisters, Mrs. Floya Flemmings 
of Detroit, MI, Mrs. Volene Rancher (Tom) and Mrs. 
Hazel Willliams (Lee), both of San Francisco, CA; one 
loving brother-in-law, Supt. R.W. McDaniel of Jasper, 
AL; one loving sister-in-law, Mrs. Mary E. Dunn of Min- 
neapolis, MN; the Thomasville and Lisman Church 
families; twenty nieces and nephews; and a countless 
number of other relatives and friends.

Ogelthorpe Patterson, Sr., was conducted, Thursday, January 4, 1990 at 
Mason Temple Church Of God In Christ. The officiants were Bishop Louis 
Henry Ford, Bishop Chandler David Owens, Bishop John Dale Husband, 
Bishop Cleveland Landis Anderson, Bishop Gzre Thurston Jones, Jr., Bishop
